Proposition—Question 
of a New

question by a strictly party vote last 
night.

tion as amended was not acted upon. 
Captain Pliny Norcross subm itted an 
electric light proposition to the coun­ 
cil which was referred to the gas­ 
lig h t committee w ithout debate. The 
proposition reads: 
‘ W ithin four m onths from your ac­ 
ceptance of this proposition, I will 
place seventy-five (T5) or more elec­ 
tric arc lamps, including those now in 
use, at such points in the public 
streets, alleys, parks or buildings of 
th is city, as the common council shall 
direct. 
“ The lamps so placed shall be of the 
kind known as the 1200-candle power 
standard arc lamp of the same capac­ 
ity and grade as those now in use in 
th is city and in the cities of Madison, 
Monroe and Oshkosh in this state. 
“ When so placed, each of said lamps 
8hall$be lighted to its full capacity 
from /half an hour after sundown un­ 
til 3 o’clock a. rn. every day in the ( 
y ear for the term of 
five (5) y e ars' n ew 
from the date when the said lamps are 
first lighted. 
“ I will faithfully perform such ser­ 
vice for the sum of 
six dollars per 
m onth for each of said lamps so light­ 
ed. 
Paym ents to be made m onthly.” 


W ill V ote On a H igh S ch ool.

many cases $5 aud $10 accompanied 
them and the smooth individual went 
his wayjrejoicing. 
Days passed, and 
rheumatism prevailed as ever, for the 
patent medicine, composed mostly of 
water, failed to do its work. 
The 
farmers were angry to say the least, 
and “ lowed as how they could never 
pay 
the 
darned 
agent 
a 
cent 
for 
his 
medicine,” 
but 
their tune was changed somewhat 
when a finely dressed “ gentlem an ap­ 
peared on the scene and placed the 
notes before their eyes, w ith a request 
th a t paym ent be made or a suit would 
follow. 
The latter notice intimidated 
the best of them, and rather than go 
into the courts the money was handed 
over, and the collector did a land of­ 
fice business. 
This individual also 
disappeared as mysteriously as he 
came, w ith his pockets full of hard 
earned, (but not by him) cash.

well laid plan to defraud the tillers of 
the soil has capped the climax of the 
many other schemes, and hereafter 
drug stores instead of patent medicine 
men will be patronized.

The revo­ 
lutionary war, then going on, prevent­ 
ed him from giving it the attention it 
demanded, so th a t it was not until 
1789 th a t he succeeded in leasing it to 
Col. Isaac Shreve, one of his old army 
comrades, who finally bought it o u t­ 
right in 1795.

Lafayette had promised to speak the 
same day at Rehoboth church, six 
miles away, and so great was the en­ 
thusiasm th a t a chain of sentinels was 
stationed all along the road lead ing 
there. 
Each one of the men passed 
the signal of L aiay ette’s starting from 
Perryopolis to Rehoboth by waving a 
red handkerchief to the other. 
In less 
than three m inutes the roar of cannon 
announcing the fact could be heard at 
the la tter place. 
W ithin recent years Perryopolis has 
taken more interest in the affairs of 
the outside world than ever before. 
Previously the people seemed satis­ 
fied to live in the recollections of 
the past. 
In fact, it was really all 
they had to live for in some respects. 
They had very 
little 
communica* 
tion w ith other points on account of 
the difficulty in reaching them. 
For 
that reason, perhaps, little if any im­ 
provement 
was 
made. 
Those who 
lived there were 
generally to the 
m anor born, comfortably endowed and 
satisfied with their happy, if hum ­ 
drum, existence. 
In half a century 
b u t three houses were built and the 
tow n to-day is practically w hat it was 
at the beginning. 
The addition of a 
few modern styled verandas, awnings, 
etc., 
however, have 
given the old 
buildings a new er appearance than 
they are really entitled to. 
There is hardly any doubt th a t with 
proper transportation facilities \v ash- 
ington’s 
famous 
plantation 
would 
verify his judgm ent. 
It is the center 
of one ofuthe best fruit districts in the 
state. 
Vast coal fields, heretofore u n ­ 
worked, lie a short distance south­ 
ward. 
Great banks of the iinest white 
sand, just the kind th a t a glass m an­ 
ufacturer wants, crop up everywhere. 
About the beginning of the century a 
glass house was built, which was kept 
in continuous operation up to w ithin 
a score cf years ago, when the disad­ 
vantageous situation rendered compe­ 
tition with other works of the kind 
out of the question, notw ithstanding 
the ab u n d an t sand stores th a t it could 
draw upon so freely if it chose.
